Heretofore it has been almost impossible to 
prospect and explore the Canadian part of the 
pre-Cambrian shield properly, due to the ex­ 
treme isolation of the regions, where outcrop­ 
pings might be expected.

place a tariff on snake skins and 
to continue to giv e angostura bit­ 
ters a preferential rate ov er other 
bitters. 
Snake skins hav e recently come 
to be used ffor shoes, handbags 
and other leather a rticles,*s well 
as women’s, hats, clothes, collars 
and cuffs. 
Angostura bitters hav e come to 
be widely used in the making of 
cocktails and are 
consequently 
sold in many delicatessen stores, 
although they are put up and ad­ 
v ertised as a medicine good for 
the stomach. 
The Keystone Reptile Tanners, 
Inc., led the fight for the snake 
skin tariff and managed to get a 
25 per cent ad v alorem duty 011 
finished and dressed snake leather 
for other purposes than use in 
making footwear, snake leather 
tor that purpose being taxed only 
10 per cent.: 
Hugo Quantities Are Imported 
This duty goes for all kinds of 
snakes, lizards, pythons, boa con­ 
strictors and other mean animals 
whose hides are used for wear or 
adornment. 
It was estimated that 
about $6 ,000,000 worth of this 
leather was being imported each 
year. 
The main sources of supply are 
in 
India, 
Asiatic . islands 
and 
northern Africa. It was contended 
before, the Ways and Means Com­ 
mittee that when one of the large 
American firms went into the rep­ 
tile-importing business last year 
foreign 
reptile* tanners 
reduced 
their prices here 25 or 30 per cent, 
indicating that they had been goug- 
irtg our consumers. 
v . 
American snakes hav e not yet 
been dev eloped to the point where 
they are fit for tanning because [ 


tbefr scales drop off when the skin* 
are folded, so nearly all snake skins 
now being worn are brought in 
from India. 
One learns with pride, howev er, 
that the American snake may yet 
demonstrate his utility. 
Experi­ 
ments are being made on snake 
farms in Florida, Texas and Okla­ 
homa with 100 per cent American 
rattlers and moccasins to see if 
they 
can’t 
make 
themselv es 
as 
v aluable as the Indian v ariety. Simi­ 
lar experiments are being carried 
out on frogs. 
Of course, as long as they must 
depend on India for snakes, our 
own reptile tanners do not want 
any duty 
011 raw snake skins, but 
only 
011 the cured ones. 
Inasmuch 
as our snake farms hav e not yet 
dev eloped snakes which can be 
guaranteed not to shed after skin­ 
ning, no representativ es of that in­ 
fant industry hav e come to Wash­ 
ington to demand protection. If the 
experiments succeed the next tariff 
rev ision doubtless will produce a 
battle between the snake raisers 
and the snake tanners. 
Now to jump from snake skins 
to angostura bitters: 
It will doubtless be interesting to 
all users of these bitters and in­ 
structiv e to others to learn that 
they do not contain angostura bark 
but are only named from the town 
in which they were first made, An­ 
gostura, Venezuela. 
A representativ e of another bit­ 
ters importing company went be­ 
fore the Ways and Means Commit­ 
tee and protested because in the 
present Tariff Act it is -prov ided* 
that all alcoholic bitters except an­ 
gostura bitters shall pay duty of $3 
a gallon and angostura bitters only 
$2.6 0 a gallon. 
Mr. A. Edward Wupperman, rep­ 
resenting J . w. Wupperman, Inc., 
replied that their angostura bitters 
were the most expensiv e bitters in 
the world and hence did not com­ 
pete with American hitters as other 
imported bitters did*.

Coach E. C. Hayes were the most 
successful in percentage stand­ 
ing of all I. U. teams. Indiana’s 
cross country team not only fin­ 
ished the season without a loss, 
but also brought to Indiana a 
Western Conference champion­ 
ship. The track team this spring 
won the Indiana state intcrcOi.- 
legiate title, won fifth in the Big 
Ten, and placed twelfth in the 
national intercollegiate meet at 
Chicago June 7 and 8. In seven 
relay meets, Indiana 
won six 
first places, nine seconds 
and 
seven thirds. 
Indiana’s wrestling team fin­ 
ished the season with a 1.000 per

.SUGGESTIONS OFFERED 


About three hundred people, 


mostly 
taxpayers of 
Orange 


township, gathered in the as- 
sembly room of the Moscow 
school at ten o'clock this morn- 
ing to attend the hearing on the 
building aiid relocation of the 
centralized school. 


Commissioner Will R. Hough of 


the State tax board, presided. 
The remonstrators were repre- 
sented by Gates Ketchum and 
the trustee and township advis- 
ory board by Russell Titsworth 
and John Kiplinger. 


Township trustee Ed Gahimer 


•was .{he firs.t witness, put on' the 
stariclby the remonstrators',1 after 
a statement by their "attorney; 
The trustee .testified as to the 
taxable property of the township 
fixing it at $2,658,300. and the 
present rate at $2.58. 


He'was then asked about the 


cost of operating the school per 
pupil, .the cost of transfers to 
other schools particularly Manil- 
la, St. Paul and Milroy in an en- 
deavor to show that the forty 
pupils of the Moscow school coula 
be transferred at a less cost for 
tuition than as now' conducted. 
The transfer charges to other 
schols ran from $1.40 to $1.60*. " 


• The details were gone into as to 
the salaries of the teachers, the 
branches -taught and the cost. 
The witness was asked as to the 
water supply and availability of 
good water, the sanitary and 
heating systems. The proposed 
new building is to be erected in 
the center of the township, if 
plans are carried out and would 
tost $109,000. It is to be built by a 
holding company and a rental-of 
eight thousand .dollars a year 
paid, three percent of which 
would go to the purchase price 
and the building to belong to the 
township when paid for in 30 
years.

the stomach. 


The Keystone KeptiJe Tanners, 


.Inc., led the fight for the snake 
skin tariff and managed to get a 
25 per cent ad valorem duty'on 
finished and dressed snake leather 
for other purposes than use in 
making, footwear, snake leather 
•for that purpose 'being taxed only 
10 per cent.: 
Hugo Quantities Arc Imported 


This duty 'goes for all kinds of 


snakes, lizards- pythons, boa • con- 
strictors and other mean'animals 
•whose hides are used for -wear or 
adornment. It was estimated that 
about $6,000,000 worth • of this 
leather ivas being imported each 
year. 


The main sources of supply are 


in 
India, Asiatic . islands and 


northern Africa. It was contended 
before, the Ways and Means Com- 
mittee that when one of'the large 
American firms went into the rep- 
'tile-importing "business, last year 
foreign reptile • tanners reduced 
their prices here 25 or 30 per cent, 
indicating that they had been'goug- 
ing our consumers.
